REBELS BURNING AND LOOTING. 


Gen. Wheaton Given a Special Am 
signment and Gen. Funston Suc- 
ceeds Him—Tarliac the Latest In-« 
surgent Capital. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 
NDW YORK, May 19.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s Manila cablegram 
dated May 20, says Gen, Del Pilar and 
Gracio Gonzaza, members of the Fili- 


retto, military advocate, and Maj. Zeal- 
eita, mem sf Aguinaldo’s staff, ar- 
rived here’ thn” morning to codéperate 
with Florentine Tores, Pablo Ocamro 
and Thedor Yanco, residents of Manila, 
as a commission to negotiate peace. 
They are now holding a consultation. 

Thousands of natives are returning 
on boats to the captured cities, even 
to Malabon and Manila. They say they 
desire peace, and that they no longee 
‘fear the Americans. 
Thursday a Spanish priest returned 
with many families, begging protee- 
tion. He reported 300 insurgents de- 
serted Candaba Wednesday, retreating 
toward Mount Arayat, ten miles to the 
north. He also said that the natives 
believed that the archbishop was aiding 
the Americans, hence their increased 
hatred of the Spaniards. The priest 
declares that the native government is 
better than is generally believed. The 
taxes are reasonable and the govern- 
ment paid its workmen and other in- 
habitants for their services as agreed, 
but all fear marauders. 
Thursday night the insurgents looted 
and burned San Luis. They also cut 
off a signal detachment which was re- 
inforced by an army.tug today. Col. 
Kobbé remains at Candaba, awaiting 
orders to advance up the river to meet 
Gen. Lawton, who is marching south 
from San Isidro. Gen. MacArthur re- 
mains at San Fernando. 
The Nebraska regiment reterned 
to Manila today for rest, they hav- 
ing been on the firing line since Feb- 
ruary 4. The regiment participated in 
twenty-seven engagements, including 
skirmishes, and lost 225 killed and 
wounded. 

SAME OLD “ARMISTICE.”

MANILA, May 20, 10:45 a.m.—Two 
military and two civil Filipino com- 
missioners, appointed to codperate with 
three citizens of Manila in negotiating 
terms of peace, arrived here at 8:15 
a.m. today.

LUNA’S DESPERATE EFFORTS. 


He Arrests Officials Who Were to 
Join Peace Commissioners.

MANILA, May 19, 6:30 p.m.—[By Ma- 
nila Cable.}] Gen. Luna ‘is reported to 
be making desperate efforts to restrain 
the educated Filipinos within the limits

CALIFORNIA “VOLS.” 


GEN. CORBIN THINKS THEY WILL 
BE COMING SOON, 


Dispatches Expected Any Moment 
Now Stating That the Fighters 
Have Left Manila for Home—An 
Artillery Detachment to Start 
About the Same Time as the 
First Regiment. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 
WASHINGTON, May 19.—f{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Atty.-Gen. Corbin said to- 
day that he felt absolutely sure that 
the California volunteers would sail 
from Manila for home in a couple of 
days or so. Gen. Otis sets no definite 
date for the start, but Gen. Corbin 
said the department expected dis- 
patches at amy time, stating ‘that the 
regiment had started. A detachment 
of California artillery will start about 
the same time as the First California 
Infantry. The Second Oregon’ Regt- 
ment will come soon thereafter. 
Transports Hancock, Indiana and 
Conemaugh, now at Manila, and troop- 
ships Senator, Ohio, Newport, Warren 
and Morgan City are due to arrive at 
Manila in a few days. So in the course 
of the next ten days, Gen. Otis will 
have a sufficient number of ships to 
send four or five regiments home. 


COVERED WITH GLORY. 


The Sixth United States Regiment 
Going to Manila, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 19.—Co. A 
of the Sixth United States Infantry ar- 
rived here today from San Antonio, 
Tex., and at once took up quarters on 
board the transport Sherman, which 
will carry the whole regiment from 
here to Manila, leaving next Monday. 
The rest of the regiment, with Col. 
Kellogg in command, will reach here 
some time tomorrow. 

The Sixth is’ quite a famous regi- 
ment, having covered itself with glory 
at the battle of San Juan Hill. In 
that historic charge Co. A lost its 
captain and four enlisted men, ahd 
had twenty men wounded. Most of the 
non-commissioned officers now with 
the company took part in that battle. 


The soldiers are provided with one

Czar Hopes to Federate 
the Nations, 


Tribunal to Meet Every Three 
_ or Five Years, 


Armaments to Be Apportioned to. 
Total Outlay. 


Presidents of the Various Delega- 
tions Hold a Meeting—Sugges- 
tion by Sir Julian Pauncefote is 
“Turned Down.’ 


(BY DINECT WIRE TC THE TIMES] 

LONDON, May 19.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The Westminster Gazette gives 
a forecast of the Czar’s peace pro- 
gramme, which formulates an idea, 
practically, of a-federation of the world, 
with the disarmament conference as the 
starting point. The conference is to 
become a permanent tribunal, meeting 
every three or five years. It is pro- 
posed to establish a small body to set- 
tle questions of fact, reference of which 
to the tribunal will not be obligatory: 

The decisions of the minor body will 
not necessarily be accepted, but it is 
expected that its convenience will make 
the practice universal of submitting 
questions *of honor to the mediation 
suggested. In regard to armaments, it 
is proposed to arrest their increase and 
to proportion military and naval esti- 
mates to the total expenditure. 

Prof. von Stengel of the Munich Uni- 
versity, one of Germany’s delegates to 
the Peace Conference, the Gazette says, 
is no longer hostile to the objects of - 
the conference. He now regrets having 
issued his pamphlets defending war and 
declaring that eternal peace ought not 
to be the aim of culture. 


MEETING OF CHIEFS, 


Suggestion by Paucefote and White 
is “Tarned Down.”’ 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
NEW YORK, | 19.—[Exclusive 
Digspatch.] The n’s cable from The 
Hague says the presidents of the 
various delegations to the peace con- 
ference met at 11 o'clock today to 
discuss a plan of procedure. The ses- 
sion lasted two hours. The programme 
was not completed. It was decided to 
divide the conference tomorrow into 
three genéral committees to consider 
respectively, the questions of disarma- 
ment, arbitration and amendments to 
the Geneva convention. The great 
powers will be fully represented on 
each committee. The smaller powers 
will have one representative only. 

One incident that occurred at 
meeting was a possibilitv 
Significance. Sir Julian 
president of the Britikh delegation, 
proposed that the su>dject of humame 
regulations in exterision of the Geneva 
convention should be assigned to two 
committees, one to consider naval and 
the other military affairs. The meet- 
ing negatived the suggestion, and de- 
cided to refer the whole subject to @ 
single committee. Andrew D. White 
of the American delegation supported 
Sir Julian, and the defeat of the prop- 
osition indicates a line of cleavage 
which will probably reappear when 
other questions arise. 

The reasons for Sir Julian’s motion 
was the belief which many hold that 
the chief practic2l results to be haped 
for from the work of the conference 
are in the direction of minimizing the 
horrors of war by eliminating unnec- 
essary cruelties. The American and 
English delegates desire, therefore, to 
devote their best energies and closest 
attention to any and all practical sug- 
gestions of this nature. 

The American delegates are receiv- 
ing many telegrams from all parts of 
the United States, indicating a degree

of interest in their mission which 
greatly surprises them. A committee 
of Armenians visited the American 


delegation and made a plea for peace 
in behalf of their countrymen. Most 
of the members of the conference have 
made it a rule not to reply to repre- 
sentations in behalf of special causes 
or organizations. 

From.another delegation the appeal of 
the Armenians elicited this significant 
reply: “If a gentleman invites you to 
his house to listen to music, it is Im- 
proper to accept and then play cards 
instead.”’ 

The most interesting news of the con- 
ference so far has come out in conver- 
sations between delegates. Thus a 
diplomatist of the highest rank today 
quoted the Kaiser as saying to him 
last week that ‘“‘He would be damned if 
he would support arbitration, as it was 
contrary to his divine prerogatives.” 

Similarly frank and significant: lan- 
guage, which, an Englishman informed 
an American delegate, the Czar used 
to him in a recent interview, has made 
a profound impression here. The Czar 
said; according to his interlocutor: “T 
am sick and tired of life. What, with 
its responsibilities, its: hypocricies, its 
festivals and its Hes, I wish I were out 
of it.”

Sculptors and Architect Chosen. 
Work to Begin at Once. 
{[A. P. EARLY MORNING BEPORT.] 


NEW/ YORK, May 19.—The Times 
says it has now been definitely decided 
that the monument to Lafayette sub- 
scribed for by the school children of 
the United States, and to be presented 
to the French nation, is to be the work 
of Paul Wayland Bartlett and George 
D. Barnard, with Henry F. Hornbostel, 
the architect for the base of the statue. 

The joint design submitted by the 
sculptors and the architect have been 
accepted by the committee, and the 
viork on the equestrian statue, the base, 
and the allegorical figures upon the lat- 
ter, will be pushed forward as rapidly 
as possible. The work must be com- 
pleted in time for the opening of the 
Paris Exposition next year. It is not 
expected that the figure will be cast by 
then in the bronze, but it is hoped that 
the base will be in granite by the time 
the exposition opens. The rest of the 
work will be in plaster. 

The most important portion of the 
monument, the equestrian statue of La- 
fayette, will be the work of Mr. Bart- 
lett, while Mr. Barnard will design the 
pedestal. Mr. Bartlett has lived and 
worked almost entirely in Paris, so that 
his productions are little known in his 
native country, but the few important 
statues he has produced are generally 
admired. He is now at work on some 
bas-relief for the chapel at Woodlawn.

MARION C. STONE DEAD. 


Inventor and Philanthropist and 
Civil War Veteran. 
[A. T. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, May  19.—Marion 
Chester Stone is dead at his home in 
this city, aged 57 years. He was born 
in Ohio: served with eredit in the 
civil war; studied theology and be- 
came a newspaper correspondent in 
this city. He invented a machine for 
making paper cigarette-holders and 
made a contract with the Duke Com- 
pany, after which he started a factory. 
Then he invented a machine for mak- 
ing the paper straws or tubes that 
have displaced the straws used for 
cold drinks. The orders from Europe, 
as well as the United States, were so 
great that Mr. Stone was obliged to 
double the_-capacity of his works. 

His next invention was a method 
for coloring fine china and other wares 
in imitation of the celebrated “‘peach- 
blow vase” of the Walter’s collection. 
His factory was a model, and he was 
spoken of as “the friend of the work- 
ing class,”’ in that he looked after the 
moral and social condition of his 
working girls and furnished a large 
library of standard fiction and other 
works, musicroom, meeting-room for 
debates, and a dancing floor in the 
building. Mr. Stone was also well 
known for his philanthropy in other 
directions.

JEROME'S BIG BLAZE. 


MANY BUILDINGS BURNED IN 
BUSINESS SECTION. 


‘ire Takes Its Start in the Office 
of the Leland Hotel and Sweeps 
North and West Very 
Rapidly. 


Several Thousand Dollars’ Worth 
of Saloons Consumed, to Say 
Nothing of Other Property. 
Persons Injured.

JEROME (Awriz.,) May 19.—The third 

disastrous fire to visit Jerome within 
ithe past eighteen months swept a 
large part of the business portion of 
this town at 10 o’clock today. The 
fire had its origin in the office of the 
Leland Hotel, which was a twenty- 
room, two-story frame building. It 
spread rapidly until many buildings 
had been destroyed. 
From he Leland Hotel, the fire 
spread north two squares, destroying 
the Ryan Hotel, Scott & Moore's liv- 
ery stable and ten dwellings, stopping 
within ten feet of the Reporter of- 
fice. West of the Leland the damage 
Was even greater, it being a business 
section, where a large number of ho- 
tels, restaurants and saloons were lo- 
cated. The St. Elmo, Elité, Arizona, 
Miners* Exchange, Fritz’s place, Fash- 
fen, Annex, Red Light, Senate, Con- 
ners, Neff & Mattox’s saloons were 
destroyed within twenty-five minutes. 
Their estimated value is $45,000. 
Twelve Chinese restaurants and at 
least seventy-five small buildings in 
what is known as the Mexican and 
Chinese quarters were burned. 

The fire alarm was given by the big 

whistle at the United Verde Copper 
Company’s smelter, and 500 men were 
sent down the hill by this company to 
fight the flames. The new four-story 
brick building belonging to the T. F. 
Miller Company was saved, with slight 
damage. Hotel Conner, a _ two-story 
brick, completed within the last fort- 
night, was completely gutted. The 
cost of this building was $37,000; insur- 
ance, $14,500. 
' Dr.- E. T. Cody, whose office was in 
the Leland, was the first to hear the 
ery of a child in the office of the hotel, 
and hastened there and found a fire 
started on a bed. He attempted to 
smother the flames with bed clothing 
and was painfully burned about the 
head and face, but no serious results 
are expected. This is the only serious 
accident known at this time. 


I. Laskin’s large clothing store was 


badly damaged: insurance light. 
Hoover & Cordiner, proprietors of the 
Fashion saloon, lost their property at

This committee 

was appointed by the last assembly to 

lay before the President of the United 
States, Secretary of War and other offi- 

clals, a protest against giving permis- 

gion for a Roman Catholic chapel on 

the West Point reserve. The committee 
getated that, although the President, 
Secretary of War and the chairman of 

the House Committee on Military Af- 

fairs had given assurances ‘as to their 
fnterest in the subject, and their grati- 
fication at the action of the assembly,” 

s the Roman Catholic bill had subse- 
: quently passed both houses of Con- 
gress and had been signed by the Presi- 

dent. The assembly took no formal 
action, but indignation was expressed 


on all sides. ‘ 

After religious exercises the chairman 
of the standing committees and a part 
of the committeemen were announced. 
The vice-moderator is Dr. Royal T. 
Graham, D.D., and the chairmen of 
committees are as follows: Bills and 
Overtures, Rev. Wallace Radcliffe; 
Judicial Committee, Rev. William Mc- 
Kibben, D.D.; Polity, Rev. Hughes D. 
Gibbons, D.D.: Home Missions, Rev. 
Robert D. Coyle, D.D.; Foreign Mis- 
sions, Rev. M. L. Haines, D.D.; Educa- 
tional, Rev. W. R. Kirkwood; Publica- 
tion, Rev. Andrew Meldrum; Church 
Erection, Rev. D. P. Putnam; Theologi- 
cal Seminaries, Rev. J. W. Dinsmore; 
Ministerial Relief, Rev. William H. 
Penhallegon, D.D.; Freedmen, Rev. 
Charles Herr; Aid for Colleges, Rev. J. 
M. Sifaw: Correspondence, Rev. Wil- 
liam Fulton; Benevolence, Rev. 
Cameron Mackenzie; Narrative, Rev. J.

The Committee on Reduced Represen- 
tation reported alternative resolutions, 
one making the number of commis- 
sioners 422 and the other 300. The 
former number is based on a ratio of 
one commissioner to eighteen ministers, 
and the latter one minister and one 
elder for each 6000 communicants. John 
F. Patterson of Orange, N. J., is chair- 
man of the Committee. 

James Yeareville, chairman of the 
Sabbath Observance Committee, pre- 
sented a memorial on Sabbath ob- 
servance, and resolutions calling for 
fimcreased respect for the day, and 
the enactment of Sunday laws. The 
reports. of boards were Fecommitted. 

The special Committee on Charters 
and Boards reported that of the eight 
boards, six had charters that gave 
the assembly full power to veto or 
approve, but in the case of the boards 
of home and foreign missions, it was 
doubtful. 

The Committee on Digest recom- 
mended that the permanent histori¢éal 
and administrative documents of the 
church be gathered and published ‘in 
a separate volume. The board of for- 
eign missions, in their report, said: 

‘The transfer of the Philippine 
Islands to the United States opened 
a new field for Christian missions, The 
board had prepared for this event by 
a conference with other missionary 
agencies that there might be ne 
wasteful competition in the new fields, 
and by offering to receive any contribu- 
tions which might be made for a 
mission. Nearly $10,000 has been re- 
ceived for thts purpose, and two mis- 
sionaries sent to Manila.’ Other mis- 
sionaries will soon be seht. The special 
fund so generously provided has en- 
@bled the board to take up this work 
without it having the support of older 
missions. 

“The general ferment in China led 
to such an openness to the gospel as 
has never been known here, and the 
baptisms in our missions were 1418, as 
compared with 938 the previous year. 
The vastest empire of the earth is 
shaking and moving at Iast. In 
Korea the results of missions have 
been even more manifest. The mem> 

..bers received number 1157. and more 
than 3000 catechumens. In the Ping 
Yang field alone the people have 
built during the year forty-four 
churches. Yet this mission was not 
established until 1885. and five years 
ago, the church membership was 141: 
today it is 2079. In Korea, as in China, 
Christianity is exerting a mighty  in- 
fluence on social life and political in- 
stitutions as well, which has already 
resulted in a royal proclamation of re- 
ligious liberty. 

“The board rejoices to report that 
the year ends, as it began, without anv 
deficit. The receipts for the vear have 
been $863,743, as compared with $881.011 
for the year 1897-98, the latter includine 
the c*ntributions for the deficit of 
1896-97. The board has felt constrained 
in making the appropriations for the 
fiscal year 1899-1900 to limit the budget 
to $825,000. with the hope that enlarged 
contributions from the church during 
the year will enable it to add to this 
amount. This is $200,000 less than the 
appropriations six years ago. The whole 

shou e enlarged, e 
without xtended now, 

e report of the treasurer showe 
that offerings had been received rte 
4453 churches, and that no direct aid 
had come from 2647 churches. None ‘of

BOARDMAN’S ESTATE. 


Taken into the Courts for Settie.| 
ment—Legal Battle Probable, 
[A. EARLY MORNING REPORT. 
CHICAGO, May 19.—A-special to the 
Chronicle from Marshalitown, Iowa, 
says the courts have been resorted 
to to settle the estate of the late H. 
E. J. Boardman of this city, and al- 
ready several legal steps have been 
taken, which seem ‘to be a _ prelude 
to one of the most stubborn legal 

battles in the history of Iowa. 
H. E. J. Boardman was one of the 
pioneer residents of Iowa. He was a 


-Shrewd business man, as well as law- 


yer, and as a result accumulated a 
fortune estimated at $1,500,000. He died 
a few weeks ago! leaving a widow and 
two children by a former wife—Mrs. 
Della L. B. Conover of Chicago and 
Miss Annette Gookin Boardman. 

When the will was probated the 
fact was developed'that Boardman left 
but a few hundred dollars. one-third 
of which was willed to the widow. The 
other property had been disposed of 
before death to his daughter, Mrs. 
Conover. it is alleged, and to a nephew, 

H. E. Boardman,.the latter being 
trustee. The other daughter, 
Miss Boardman, is feeble-minded, but 
was amply remembered in the will, 
which provides that she should be 
cared for by her sister, Mrs. 
ver. 

The widow has instituted suit, ask- 
ing that the nephew and the daughter 
account for every dollar’s worth of 
property given them by Boardman 
during the last seventen years, dur- 
ing which time, it is alleged, that he 
was of unsound mind and was unduly 
influenced. The court issued an order

requiring Cc. H. E. Boardman to turn 


over to J. P. Woodbury. who was ap- 
pointed receiver of the estate, all 
the bonds, deeds and other papers be- 
longing to the estate. This order

to an examination lasting nearly all 
but rgsulting in securing little 
information.

- WORMY WORK. 


Not Only the Distilling, but the 
Whisky Trust’s Operations. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.|] 

WASHINGTON, May 19.—Martin F. 
Cook and Henry G. Luytes, New York 
liquor dealers, were before the Indus- 
trial Commisssion today. Both are in- 
dependent of the Whisky Trust and 
testified concerning the operations of 
the trust. 

Cook said that his firm had been ap- 
proached by the Standard company 
(represented to be a part of the present 
trust.) and asked to become a dis- 
tributor for it, but that es his com- 
pany was willing to give a rebate of 
only 1% cents a gallon,: the proposi- 
tion was declined. This rebate was to 
be paid upon the condition that the 
house should only buy of the Standard 
compéeny. Dealers, he said, had found 
themselves entirely at the mercy of the 
trust in fixing prices. On one occasion 
prices had been suddenly: advanced to 
the extent of 20 cents a gallon for no 
other reason, so far as he could see, 
than to advance the price of the stock 
for speculative purposes. On account 
of these objections his firm had de- 
clined the offer of the Standard com- 
pany and established its own distilling 
plants. Speaking of over-capitaliza- 
tion, Cook thought $2,000,000 a sufficient 
capitel upon which to conduct the dis- 
tilling business for the entire country. 

Luytes’s testimony was along the 
same line as that of Cook. He said that 
in some locality the trust cut prices, ! 
order to drive out rivals. It was natural 
that it should do go, in the face of its 
enormous capitalization. 

“A decaying trust,” he said, “is the 


hardest thing in the world to fight. It 
often pays no dividend. The rival 
spénds his money, while the trust man- 
agers do not. Consequently such ea 
‘ivalry is often distressing.” 

The commission will hear no more 
witnesses until the 6th of June, when 
the investigation of the Sugar Trust 
will be begun. 


MALMESBURY DEAD. 


Author, Diplomatist and Retured 


Officer of Royal Irish Rifles.

COMPANIES TO ORGANIZE . BAST 
AND IN CALIFORNIA. 


One Thousand Auto-trucks to Be Pat 

in Operation in New York, Chi- 

_ cago and in the Golden State 
Right at the Start.

NEW YORK, May 19.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] Arrangements were com- 
pleted today for organizing the several 
auto-truck companies in Boston, Phil- 
adelphia, Chicago and California. Ar- 
ticles of incorporation will probably be 
filed within a week for one or two of 
them. The Chicago’ Auto-truck Com- 
pany will have a capital of $15,000,000; 
the Boston company $10,000,000; the 
Philadelphia company $10,000,000, and 
the California company $5,000,000. 

The International Power Company 
will own a controlling interest in the 
stock of all of these concerns, but the 
management will be lodged in the 
hands of local capitalists. The one to 
be organized in California will have 
the exclusive rights to operate auto- 
trucks in that State.

It is hoped to start the com- 
panies just as soon as the auto-trucks 
are ready. Tests are being made at 
Worcester, and efforts will be made to 
put one thousand in operation here, 
at Chicago and in California right at 
the start.

THE ADVANCE | OF WAGES. 


A Gratifyving Feature of the Presemt 
Era of Prosperity. 
[Philadelphia Inquirer:] No feature 
of a business situation extraordinary 
for its brilliancy is more gratifying 
and satisfactory, is more eloquent in 
its significance, or more pregnant with 
assurances for the solidity and perma- 
nence of our existing prosperity than 
the steady upward movement which is 
going on in the rate of wages. It has 
lasted for some time now, and it 
shows no signs of cessation. Scarcely 
an issue of the Inquirer is published 
which does not contain one or more 
dispatches announcing that in this in- 
dustry or in that, here, there and 
everywhere throughout. the country, 
the rewards of labor are being in- 

creased. 

In most cases ese increases are 
quite substantial, ahd in nearly every 
instance they seem to have been spon- 
taneously made. Where strikes for 
higher pay have’ taken place, they 
have been. almost uniformly success- 
ful, but for the most part employers 
have not waited to be coerced. En- 
joving themselves an augmented in- 
crease of prosperity, they have been 
prompt to recognize the wisdom and 
justice of sharing {t with those asso- 
ciated with them in their enterprises, 
and advanced wages have been volun- 
tarily and cheerfully 

It would be impossible to exaggerate 
the importance of this development. 
No prosperity can be permanent or 
substantial, in which the vast army 
of wage-workers do not fully share. 
It is through their expenditures that 
money is. put and kept in circulation. 
They are the chief consumers, and it 
is in supplying their wants that the 
great American home market, the 
greatest in the world, is created. Ob- 
viously, then, high wages are at once 
the best indication and the surest 
guarantee of good times. When the 
people are generally employed at 
wages which place within their reach 
all the comforts and many of the 
luxuries of life, the consuming power 
of the country undergoes an immense 
expansion, and the prevailing pros- 
perity prop2gates and multiplies itself. 

The converse happens of what. oc- 
curs when times are hard. Then the 
tendency is from bad to worse: now 
it.is from good to better. Instead of 
a Vicious circle a beneficial circle is es- 
tablished, and the greater number of 
employed, the higher the wages paid, 
the wider the fleld for enterprise, and 
the larger its reward. 

To what does the country owe this 
happy state of things? To what else 
but to the application of Republican 
principles in the conduct of the na- 
tional government. It is no mere coin- 
cidence that while Cleveland spelled 
disaster, McKinley has proved to have 
been an advance agent of prosperity. 


Salutes to a Fish Commissioner. 

(Medicine Lodge Cresset:] Wiley of 
Meade county was appointed Fish War- 
den at the demand of the cattlemen, the 
catfish lately having grown into the 


habit of crawling out in the pastures 
and biting the young calves. 

{Miami Republican:] The Hutchinson 
News commends the appointment of 
George Wiley of Meade county to the 
office of Fish Commissioner, notwith- 
standing the fact that the only fish that 
ever got into Meade county were 
hauled in on the railroad in salt brine. 

[Wichita Eagle:] State Fish Com- 
missioner Wiley was at Dodge City a 
few days ago, and paid two-bits to see 
the skeleton of a whale that was on 
exhibition there. He wanted to know 
what a fish looked like, so that he 
would be better prepared to perform 
the duties of his office. From now on 
the boy or man who is seen carrying a 
string of whales home with him will 
get the worst of it from Mr. Wiley. 

[La Crosse Republican:] While keep- 


ing tab on the fortunes and misfor- } 


tunes of the short-grass boys, nothing 
which has happened among them is 
hailed by us with more satisfaction 
than the appointment of our old friend, 
George Wilev of Meade county, Fish 
Commissioner. If a hig white whate 
should come up Sand Creek and get 
his tail full of cockle burrs while 
crossing a cornfield, it would be 
George’s duty to board the first train 
headed in this direction and come up 
and pick ’em out. He gets $1000 a year 
for just such business. 


Recent Inventions. 


[Chicago News:] A reversible tie has 
been placed on the market, having 
sides of different color or material, 
with the central portion of each side 
formed of a raised and padded strip, 
which covers the ends of the straps 
and forms the upper portion of the tie. 

To prevent the lines from getting 
caught under the pole of a vehicle a 
rein guard is formed of a piece of wire 
bent into a spring loop, to be attached 
to the pole near the end, surrounding 
the point and guarding the lines from 
catching under It. 

An Australian has designed a fire es- 
cape in which the speed of descent is 
regulated by levers mounted on the 
drum on which the-rope is wound, fric- 
tion plates being attached to the levers 
to press against the ends of the spool 
and act as a brake. 

To illustrate the phenomena of thun- 
der and lightning an apparatus has 
been designed which accumulates the 
force in a suitable holder from a small 
generator, discharging it from a flat 
plate suspended horizontally to objects 
placed on a platform below. 

Floor sweepings are easily taken up 
by a new dustpan, which rests in a 
depression cut in the floor, the edges 
being flush with the floor and allowing 
the dirt to be swept in without the ne- 
cessity of stooping to hold the pan with 
the hand. 

A New York inventor has patented a 
fire escape which is out of sight when 
not in use, and does not occupy extra 
space in the room, consisting of a cas- 
ing to be attached to the under side of 
a chair. carrying a reel on which the 
rope ladder is wound. 


The Whipping Post. 


fAnaconda Standard:] Gov. Roose- 
velt's declaration that he is in favor of 
establishing the whipping post for hu- 


man brutes who maltreat women and 
children has revived interest in the 
subject, and. is commanding the ap- 


probation of many newspapers—not all. 
The Chicago Journal, for instance, 
thinks the whipping post would be a 
degrading factor. But it is a signifi- 
cant fact that many judges 1nd experts 
in penology have arrived at Gov. 

Roosevelt’s conclusion. It is generally 
admitted that the present methods of 
punishing wife-beaters and kindred of- 
fenders are inadequate. A few weeks 
in a comfortable cell with plenty of 
food is not much of a penalty for vil- 
lains of this class. It is contended that 
the erection of the whipping post for 
such offenders would relieve the pub- 
lic of the expense of maintaining them 
and probably prove far more efficient 
as a deterrent than any other form of 
punishment.

She 
named the leaves from thirty-five 
trees and shrubs, which were pressed 
between the leaves of a large book. 
She selected the flags of twenty-five 
nations of the world without making a 
single mistake, read from cards and 
did other remarkable things almost in- 
credible to one who did not see her. 
She would have given a much more ex- 
tended exhibition had she not missed 
her usual afternoon sleep, but. the audi- 
ence. knowing she was not in perfect 
condition for the test, was satisfied to 
have her programme cut short. 

“This infant has at least 3909 nouns in 
her vocabulary. When she was 1 year, 
11 months and 25 days old, two teachers 
in the Lake City schools examined her 
and found that she knew 2500 nouns. 

“Instead of giving her only ordinary 
toys to play with, her parents have 
given her also pictures, geometrical 
blocks, flags, leaves, seeds, etc.. and 
she has learned to identify them ‘while 
playing. She can. give the names and 
sounds of all the letters; can spell a 
large number of words; can pronounce 
nearly every word in the English lan- 
guage after hearing i€ pronounced. 

“She Knows by sight and can name 
the flags of twenty-five nations of the 
world; the portraits of over one hun- 
dred famous men and women represent- 
ing nearly all schools of thought: the 
leaves and seeds of a larze nutnber of 
plants; all the prominent colors, tints 
and shades; all the States and Terri- 
tories of the United States and their 
capitals; nearly all the countries of the 

vorld and their capitals; all the promi- 
nent bones, organs and tissues of the 
human body: a large numbér of botani- 
cal terms: over five hundred pictures 
of animals in zoélogy; twenty punctua- 
tion merks: all Webster's diacritical 
marks; all the money now coined and 
printed by the United States, toth 
coins and bills, except bills over $1000: 
the sun, planets and satellites of the 
solar system, when represented by an 
orrery: all numbers not over 1000: vend 
the pictures of over fifteen hundred 
common articles of life.” 


ARIZONA ATMOSPHERE.

The Drift of Bullets. 


[Philadelphia Bulletin:] From time 
to time discussions arise as to the drift 
of projectiles fired from sgspirally- 
rifled guns: some say that there is a 
drift caused by the spinning of the 
bullet. and others claim that since the 
upper and lower surfaces of the pro- 
jectile revolve in opposite directions. 
one counteracts the other. thereby 
eliminating any posibility of drift ex- 
cepting by the force of the wind. 
This is not the case, however, as the 
laws of gravitation must be taken into 
consideratio:. For instance, a bullet 
fired from a rifle in a line parallel 
to the earth’s surface. will gradually 
fall until it strikes the ground (the 
higher the trajectory the faster it wil] 


fall after reaching its full height.) As 
it falls a cushion of air is formed 
on its under side which causes an 


increased pressure on this side, while 
onthe upper surface a partial vacuum 


occurs With a coprespendingly' de- 
ereased pressure of air. Now, most 
smali arms -with ai twist 


of about one turn in every ten or twelve 


inches, running from left to right. 
Hence, the lower side of the bullet 
when fired revolves to the left, while 
the upper side revolves to the right, 


and there being more pressure on the 
lower than on the upper surface, the 
bullet, when it reaches a point beyond 
the point- blank range of the gun im-

The amount of drift depends consider- 
ably on the outside covering of the 
bullet and on the rapidity of the twist 
in the rifling of the barrel. The same 
theory of air pressure applies to the 
curves of a baseball, the various twists. 
being imparted by the hand instead 
of by metal grooves. But, in the case 
of the ball, the projectile is rownd, 
so that four different twists can be 
imparted to it instead of two when 
the projectile’s shape is conical. And 
as the pressure of air formed in front 
of the ball when thrown creates a 
great deal more resistance than the 
comparatively slight pressure caused 
by the gradual descent of the conical 
bullet, the curve in the former is very 
much more evident, even though the 
distance traveled is much less.

[Railway Review:] A consular re- 
port gives some _ particulars on the 
Syria-Ottoman Railway, now being 
constructed.

Batter from Peanuts. 
[Portland Oregonian:] In Indiana, ac- 
cording to the monthly bulletin of the 
Bureau of American. Republics, butter 
is being manufactured from peanuts, 
and is being sold wholesale at 15 cents 


a pound. The process of manufacture 
is simple. After roasting in a rotary 
oven, the nuts are ground fine. The 


natural oil in the nuts gives the flour 
thus produced the consistency of putty 
and the color of rich cream. To con- 
vert jit fnto butter a little water is 
added, and nothine more—not' even 
salt—is required. “It never grows ran- 
cid,” says the report, and is “in great 
demand at health resorts.” It can be 
used on the table as .airy butter, or for 
frying. Water added forms with it “a 
delicious cream,’ and more water con- 
verts it into a sort of milk. It is sug- 
gested that the Southern States ought 
to find a new source of wealth in the 
neglected ‘“‘goober.”’

The Trains Will Climb Nearly 4000 
Feet In Twenty-one Miles. 


{Denver Republican:] The new 
Alamogordo and Sacramento Mountain

Send a Man to Michigan to Claim 
Refund of Tickets to Florida. 


[Chicago Inter-Ocean:] Ticket-scalp- 
ers of Jacksonville, Fla., have evolved a 
unique scheme for disposing of the 
large number of return coupons of 
round-trip tickets to Florida, which 
were sold during the winter from all 
parts of the North.

SHOOTING OF KEMP, 


Hamphreys Held to Anwswer for 
Using a Deadly Weapon. 

The preliminary examination of 
Charles H. Humphreys on the charge 
of assault with a deadly weapon, before 
Justice Austin, yesterday, resulted in 
his ‘being held to answer to thé Superior 
Court. 

Humphreys, who is collector and as- 
sistant book-keeper for the Stimson 
Mill Company, shot Charles E. Kemp 
in the leg with a revolver, in the com- 
pany’s office:on East Third street, on 
the afternoon of May 11. Kemp still 
has the bullet in his leg, but was able 


to appear in court as a witness yes- | 


terday. 

The testimony tended to show that 
Kemp went to the Stimson Mill Com- 
pany’s office on the day in question, 
looking for trouble and found it. He 
was intoxicated and started in to abuse 
Humphreys for alleged neglect of the 
grave of his deceased wife, who was a 
sister of Kemp. He wanted to know 
why Humphreys had not erected a 
monument over her grave. Humphreys 
replied that he had gone to considerable 
expense in buying a cemetery lot and 
had not yet beer financially able to 
erect a monument, but intended to do 
sO as soon as he could afford it. Kemp 
threatened to thrash him if he did not 
erect a monument within a week, and 
continuing his tirade, he made a re- 
mark that reflected on the chastity of 
Humphrey's present wife. Then it was 
that Humphreys took a revolver from 
the cash drawer and shot Kemp. 

According to the evidence presented 
Kemp had started to go around the 
end of the counter to get at Hum- 
phreys, but started to retreat when 
he saw the pistol in the latter’s hand. 
Humphreys was greatly excited when 
he fired and did not take particular aim 
at any portion of his traducer’s’ an- 
atomy. The shot was a random one, 
and the bullet passed through a round 
of the counter railing and a corner 
of a desk before it found lodgment in 
the muscles of Kemp’s left leg above 
the knee. 

Although believing that Kemp was 
principally to blame for his injury. 
Justice Austin nevertheless felt it to 
be kis duty to hold Humphreys to an- 
swer for the assault. He was ac- 
cordingly bound over to the Superior 
Court in $300 bail. 


A RIGHT JAB. 


The Los Angeles Parkhurst Mixes 
Things With a Brother. 

The .Rev. Jab Wilson, who started a 
“purifying” crusade in Los Angeles and 
left that unweaned innocent, the Rev. 
McLean, to investigate the morals of 
cribtown, sample beer in the saloons, 
and pack the load of ridicule that was 
heaped upon the crusaders who hired 
high kickers for their souls’ sake, has 
got into characteristic trouble in San 
Francisco. 

The Rev. Jab is a stalwart man of 
uncertain temper, and he has been 
known to yield to the unclerical im- 
pulse to resort to jabs and uppercuts 
instead of exhortation when excited. 
It is alleged that he recently smote the 
Rev. W. Myron Lowell and knocked 
him out of a chair in the office of the 
Methodist Book Concern in San Fran- 
cisco. The Rev. Lowell published a 
volume of “credentials,” the accuracy 
of which was questioned, and in a dis- 
cussion of the subject the Rev. Lowell 
called the Rev. Jab a “liar.’”’ Then 
the Rev. Lowell fell out of his chair, 
and among those present are some who 
affirm that the Rev. Jab’s fist had 
something to do with the fall. 

According to the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer, the Rev. Walter Myron Lowell 
rose within the time limit and threat- 
ened to have the Rev. J. A. B. Wilson 
arrested. The latter was contrite. The 
bubblings of his wrath were spent. He 
was willing and even eager to apolo- 
gize. There was at first an armistice, 
then a truce, and then a treaty of 
Peace. The Rev. J. A. B. Wilson took 
the side of the recently-sprawled Rev. 
Walter Myron Lowell, becoming his 
champion and his friend. 

“I did not strike him,” said the Rev. 
Dr. Wilson. “I impulsively drew back 
my hand. This prompted Mr. Lowell 
to dodge. In so doing he lost his bal- 
ance and fell to the floor. I have been 
a father to that boy—a friend when he 
had no friend. He has been under a 
great nervous strain and what he may 
have said to me was spoken in an un- 
guarded moment. He made every 
amend. My home is now his home. 1 
have every confidence in him, and 


would recommend him and vouch for 
him,”

NEW CALL FOR BIDS. 


CONTRACTORS TO HAVE ANOTHER 
CHANCE ON CITY BRIDGES. 


No Sait to Be Brought Against Those 
Who Defaulted—Land Asked for 
a Glass Factory—No Reduction 
in Saloon Licenses—Inspection 
of Water Supply. 


Owing to the fact that one of the 
bondsmen of Sawyer & Arthur, the 
firm which defaulted on its contract 
with the city for the construction of 
three bridges, is financially embar- 
rassed, and that there is doubt as to 
the ability of the city to recover the 
full amount of the bond from the other 
surety, it is now considered certain 
that no proceedings will be taken in 
the courts against the firm or its 
bondsmen to enforce the contract. 
That just what has happened would 
happen was predicted by certain mem- 
bers of the Council months ago, and 
now the city finds itself in a position 
where its only course is to readvertise 
for bids on the contracts and again let 
them to the lowest bidder. ‘The result 
of the failure of the firm to execute its 
contracts has cost the city the interest 
on the amount of the contracts, and 
has caused the people the inconvenience 
of waiting for the completion of the 
bridges for months longer than was 
thought probable at the time the con- 
tracts were let. 

The Bridge Committee of the Coun- 
cil will take up the matter this morn- 
ing, and will almost certainly recom- 
mend that the City Clerk be instructed 
to again advertise for bids. Ever since 
it has been known that the first con- 
tracts would not be executed, there has 
been frequent discussions among the 
members of the Council whether it 
would be better to take the course con- 
templated now by the committee, or to 
sue on the bonds which accompany the 
contracts. The decision of a majority 
of the members was that the latter 
course would be futile, and would only 
leave the city with a bill of costs to 
pay, and would not secure the construc- 
tion of the bridges. It is believed that 
when the bids are again called for 
there will be a larger number of bid- 
ders than before, and while the price 
of the bridges may be higher, there will 
be a eertainty that they will be con- 
structed. 

With reference to the Los Feliz-road 
bridge there is a slight disagreement 
between the city and the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Cempany as to a grade 
crossing near the end of the bridge.

TO ABANDON PROCEEDINGS. 


Plans for An Alley Opening to Be 
Completely Changed. 

At the regular meeting of the Board 
of Public Works yesterday morning 
quite a number of the _ protestants 
against the proposed opening of an al- 
ley in the block bounded by Spring, 
Broadway, Third and Fourth streets, 
appeared, and for nearly an hour there 
was a lively discussion as to what the 
lines of the proposed alley should be. 
The protestants contended that the 


damage to some properties than benefit 
to others. Another plan was presented 
which was agreeable to a number of 
those who opposed the first plan. The 
board, therefore, recommended that the 
proceedings be abandoned, and that the 
City Engineer present an ordinance of 
intention for the opening of the alley 
according to the new plans. 

The protests against the confirmation 
of the report of the commissioners for 
the opening and widening of Bellevue 
avenue between Buena Vista and Cas- 
telar street, had also been referred to 
the-board. Only a few protestants ap- 
peared, and they failed to convince the 
members of necessity for any change in 
the report. It was, therefore, recom- 
mended that the report of the commis- 
sioners be confirmed, and that the plat 
of the assessment district presented by 
them be approved. 

In the matter of the proposed ordi- 
nance regulating the time and manner 
in which houses are to be moved, and 
providing for the licensing of regular 
house-movers, the Board of Public 
Works recommended that the ordi- 
nance be pdaced upon its passage. The 
proposed law is intended to protect 
property-owners and those interested in 
lines of wire along the public streets, 
and in order to secure this protection, 
house-movers will be required to exe- 
cute a good and sufficient bond to cover 
any damage that may result from the 
moving of houses. The ordinance is of 
particular interest to the street railway 
companies. 

When the petition for the changing of 
the name of Wall street to Myrtle ave- | 
nue was taken up, it was found that 
there is now a Myrtle avenue in another 
part of the city. Some of those inter- 
ested in the petition suggested that the 
name be changed to Ashland avenue. 
This name was approved by most of 
the petitioners and the board recom- 
mended that the change be made. 

The City Engineer was directed to 
present an ordinance of intention for 
the establishment of the grade of New 
Hempshire street and Vermont avenue, 
between Twelfth and Pico streets, 
and also an ordinance of intention for 
the construction of a cement sidewalk 
eight feet wide on the west side of 
Grand avenue, between Fourth and 
Fifth streets. The petition of F. B. 
Yoakum and others for the complete 
improvement of Second street, between 
Flower and Figueroa streets, was refer- 
red to the City Engineer. In response 
to a petition from J. W. Allen. the 
board recommended that the Street 
Superintendent be directed to remove 
the obstructions from Topeka street.. 

The petition of M. P. Freebey and 
others asking that Burlington avenue 
be extended south from Twelfth street 
to Pico, was granted, and plans were 
adopted for the work, which includes 
making a jog in the street of about 
seventeen feet at the corner of Twelfth 
street. The limits of the assessment 
district to pay for the street opening 
were fixed by the board. 


WILL ASK FOR LAND. 


The City May Give a Site for a Glass 
Factory. 

At the regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil Monday a petition will be presented 
asking that the city donate to a com- 
pany, which has recently been formed 
for the purpose of erecting a glass fac- 
tory, land on which to erect their plant.. 
The fact that such a company has been 
formed and that it is about ready to be- 
gin the operation of a plant, has not 
been made public, or at least the plans 
of the company and the extent of its 
proposed operations have not been an- 
nounced. The petition, however, will 
recite just what is intended, and all 
that will be asked of the city is to en- 
courage the enterprise by a gift of land 
as a factory site. 

City Clerk Hance was seen in his 
office yesterday afternoon by a repre- 
sentative of the company, and asked as 
to the proper course of bringing the 
matter before the Council: He ex- 
plained that all that is necessary is for 
the company to send in a petition stat- 
ing just what is wanted. The matter 
would be referred to the proper com- 
mittee, and in due time the Council 
would act upon it. The city has much 
vacant land available for such a pur- 
pose, but just what the Council will do 
with the petition is not known. Some 
doubt has been expressed as to the 
right of the city to actually give away 
land, but if the: Council is disposed to 
favor the plan, the land can be sold for 
a merely nominal consideration, which 
would be equivalent to giving it away. 
Capt. Hance's caller informed him that 
experiments have been made here with 
sand that can be secured near the city, 
and the company is ready to make a 
large investment if it is given what it 
considers the proper encouragement.

PRESSING \THEIR. PROTEST. 


Property-owners Trying to Prevent 
a Proposed Street Opening. 

A number of the property-owners in 
the district of assessment formed for 
the opening of Kohler street between 
Ninth and Twelfth streets, not satis- 
fied with merely filing a protest against 
the proposed improvement, are en- 
deavoring to induce the members of 
the Council to vote against the propo- 
sition. Some idea of the unanimity of 
sentiment in that district against the 
opening of the street may be had 
when it is stated that the protests 
bear the signatures of eighty property- 
owners, representing a property front- 
age of nearly two miles. Those pro- 
testing are not confined to the Sixth 
Ward, within which the proposed im- 
provement is to be made, but many of 
the signers are residents of the Seventh 
Ward, who do not see that the work 
would be of any benefit to them. The 
real purpose of the proposed opening 
seems to be to drain water from above 
Ninth street to a point farther south. 
One of the protests declares that if the 
street is opened it will cause pools of 
water to stand in the street, greatly 
to the damage of the protestants’ prop- 
erty and to the damage of a newly- 
graded street. The several protests 
will be read in the Council Monday, 
and a time for a public hearing of the 
matter will then be fixed, probably as a 
special order of business for the meet- 
ing a Week from Monday. 


WILL OPPOSE ANY CHANGE. 


Contractors Insist Upon Rigid Ad- 
herence to Tunnel Specifications. 


The contractors of the city who bid 
on the Third-street tunnel contract, 
and who did not get the contract be- 
cause they were underbid, have en- 
gaged counsel for the purpose of pre- 
venting any change in the specifications 
for that work, and to see to it that the 
specifications on which the contract 
was let are followed closely. Attorney 
Frank Finlayson has been engaged by 
them to take such action as will pre- 
vent any change in these specifications. 
The services of an attorney will not be 
required, if the original plans are fol- 
lowed, but if an arbitrary change is 
made, even with the consent of the 
City Council, it is the intention of the 
contractors to take the matter into 
the courts for settlement. The con- 
tractors dispute the contention that the 
City Engineer has the right to change 
the specifications to suit himself, and 
they assert that the work must pro- 
ceed as intended at the time the con- 
tract was let. It is admitted that in 
small matters of details of construction 
certain changes can be made, but this, 
in the opinion of the contractors, does 
not go to the extent of changing the 
lining of the tunnel from part con- 
crete and .part brick to an all-brick 
lining. 


BEARS FOR THE PARKS. 


Two Offers Made to Sell Cabs to the 
City. 

Ever since the small menagerie was 
started at East Los Angeles Park 
Secretary Mendenhall of the park de- 
partment, has been looking for bears. 
The fact that he wanted such ani- 
mals was extensively advertised, but 
for months he received no replies. Now 
he has more answers than he Knows 
what to do with, and in addition he 
finds that the ‘park funds are in such 
a condition that it is doubtful if he 
is able to take advantage of the of- 
fers. He has been made the general 
manager of the “zoo” at the park, and 
has secured a collection of various 
kinds of wild @nimals, and has been 
offered many more which he has not 
been able to accept, on account of the 
cost.

‘THE WIFE'S CLAIM. 


WILL OF MARCUS C. FRANKEL OF 
DOWNEY.TO BE CONTESTED. 


A Wife and Three Sisters Object to 
Mrs. Regina Frankel Having 


the Whole Estate, and Allege 


Undue Influence. 


Another hot contest over a disputed 
will is looming up in the Probate Court, 
and the prize for which the struggle is 
to be made is the very comfortable 
sum of about $25,000, or property equiv- 
alent to really more than that amount. 
Formal contest was filed yesterday of 
the last will and testament of Marcus 
E. Frankel, quite a wealthy merchant 
and landholded of Downey. 

The decedent made his will shortly 
before his death, and by its terms all 
of his estate passes to his young wife, 
Regina, who is named therein as ex- 
ecutrix without bonds. No children had 
resulted from the union, and the wife 
alone was to inherit the entire estate. 
A valuable part of the estate consists 
of acreage in the Rancho Los Coyotes, 
the remainder being mostly business 
property in Downey. Frankel ‘con- 
ducted a large general merchandise 
business in that town, and drew pat- 
ronage from the entire countryside, and 
he also extensively dealt in public sup- 
ply contracts. At the time of his death 
he was 52 years of age, his wife being 
his junior by about twenty years. 

The contestants of the will are Sam- 
uel Frankel, 60 years of age, Bertha 
Lander, Anna Cohn and Rosa Stein- 
hart, brother sisters of deceased, 
the youngest of whom is 48 years of age. 
Alleged undue influence is the main 
ground of objection. 

It is stated that Frankel had for a long 
time prior to the making of his will 
been a victim of consumption, and had 


- become greatly debilitated In mind and 


body, so that he had to a large extent 
lost his will power, and was subject to 
be greatly influenced and controlled by 
others, and expecially by his wife. It 
is averred, too, that for some weeks 
prior to the making of the will, Mrs. 
Frankel kept her husband's relatives 
away from him, and would not permit 
any of them to see him or to see him 
only in her presence; that she poisoned 
his mind against them, and that on 
April 19, 1899—,just six days before his 
death—while Frankel was suffering 
from fever and the effects of sickness, 
she caused him to go with her to the 
office of a notary in Los Angeles, and 
then “by her importunities, persuasion 
and misrepresentations, and while he 
was still under the influence of such 
misrepresentations regarding his broth- 
ers and sisters, prevailed upon him to 
sign a will.”” It is also stated that Mrs. 
Frankel told the notary to write and 
that her susband subscribed the will 
while simply obeying her and submit- 
ting to her control,and that but for such 
undue influence Frankel would not have 
made the will filed for probate, ‘ut 
would have reasonably provided for his 
said brothers and sisters, or some of 
them.”’ 

There are technical objections raised, 
but the alleged undue influence of the 
wife is the main ground of contest.

Defending Its Right to Sell. 

The suit of Levi P. Crawford against 
the Verdugo Cafion Water Company 
came to trial in Judge Trask's depart- 
ment yesterday, the court sitting with- 
out a jury. 

The action is one to enjoin the cor- 
paration from selling eighty shares of 
the company stock. It is alleged that 
on June 4, 1894. the plaintiff loaned to 
G. F. Dutton $3500 for two years, with 
interest fixed at 9% per c®nt., :nd to 
Secure the indebtedness Dutton and his 
wife mad2 a note and mortgage toa 
fortv-acre tract, with 100 shares. of 
Verdugo Cafion Water Company stock 
as appurtenant to the land. It is al- 
leged that there is now due on the 
note $4300, and the Duttons have de- 
faulted in payment. In order to pro- 
tect his securitv plaintiff avers that 
he h3s been obliged to pay taxes to 
the amount of about $100, and now the 
defendant claims the right to sell the 
water stock to satisfy claims against 
Dutton, and advertised the eighty 
shares of the  corporaticn stock for 
sale. 

The nlaintiff denies the validity of 
the defendant corporation’s claim, the 
assessments. for the failure to pay 
which the corporation threatened to 
sell the stock, being alleged illegal, etc. 


THE LUKINI CASE. 
The College Settlement Protege Sent 
to Ione. 
When the youth, Stephen Lukini, 
came up before Judge Smith yester- 
day for sentence, he was fortunate in 
being able to show that he was only 
17 years of age, for that was all that 
saved him from the penitentiary. He 
had been convicted of having burglar- 
ized a butcher’s store, and of.having 
stolen a piece of meat, and as his’ past 
life had not been beyond reproach, it 
was feared that he would have to go 
to the State's prison. The college set- 
tlement had shown much interest in 
the trial, for Lukini had been of the 
protegés of the ladies of the settle- 
ment, and so far as they could, they 
used their influence in the boy’s be- 
half. ‘I am in doubt.” said Judge 
Smith yesterday, “‘whether to send him 
to the State's prison, or to the reform 
school. The history of the boy is a 
bad one, for, he has been twice con- 
victed in the Police Court of misde- 
méanors,”” Asst. Dist.-Atty. Jones 
thought that on account of the boy’s 
age the ends of justice would be met 

if he was sent to Whittier. 

“T won't send him to Whittier,” 
promptly responded the court, “for 
there are too many of his kind there 
already.”’ Addressing the defendant 
the court added: “It is the judgment 
of this court that you be confined in 
the Preston School of Industry at 
Tone for the term 
Lukini will thus be nearly of age when 
released from Ione, and will have a 
trade at his finger ends when §re- 
leased, if he so chooses. 


THE SILVANY WILL. 

The Old Will Admitted to Probate 
and the Contest Ended. ; 

The will that Stephen Silvany, the 
pioneer shoeblack of Los Angeles, made 
in March, 1891, was admitted to pro- 
bate yesterday. Under this will the 
Roman Catholic Church will receive the 
life savings of the deceased, amounting 
to about $10,000, and the money will be 
devoted to the purpose designed by the 
testator, viz. aiding in building a 
home for orphan boys. This will was 
made in the presence of Father Mc- 
Donald, who was at the time one of the 
cathedral priegts, and John Stringer, 
who was sexton at the same -time. 
Neither of these subscribing witnesses 
was present yesterday, the first having 
gone to Mexico some years ago, and the 
other being now in the State of Illinois. 
Father Maloney, a young priest act- 
ing as secretary to Bishop Montgom- 
ery, told how he found the will when 
going through a mass of papers left at 
the cathedral house by Bishop Mora 
when he returned to Spain. The instru- 
ment pane Sates of March 6, 1891, and be- 
queat a testator’s property to 
Bishop Mora and Father Adam in trust 


of three years.”’. 


for the purpose indicated. 
Adam, who is rector of the cathedral 
and vicAr-general of the diocese, and 
Father M¢Cauley identified the signa- 
tures of the subscribing witnesses to 
the will, and it being shown that the 
deceased was of sound deposing mind, 
Judge Campbell granted the order 
asked for. 


It is not Absolutely certain, however, } 


that the contest over Silvany’s will is 
at an end, although it probably ie. 
When Silvany died in January of last 
year a will, or what purported to be 
such, was produced by Francisco Qui- 
jada. It bore date of only a few days 
previous to the date of death, and all 
of the estate was left practically to Qui- 
jada. Upon the contest that was filed 
coming to trial Quijada won a verdict, 
but a motion for a new trial was 
granted, and the case again was tried 
before a jury. This time the jury pro- 
nounced against the Quijada will, and 
When a motion for a new trial was 
made it was denied by Judge Ballard 
of Orange county. in a _ rather spicy 
opinion that ha handed down. There is 
still a possibility Quijada will appeal to 
the Supreme Court, but it is not sup- 
posed that such a course will be fol- 
lowed. Meantime the administration of 
the estate will be proceeded with under 
the terms of the will admitted to pro- 
bate yesterday. 


AN ATTORNEY'S FEE. 


J. Marion Brooks Says He and Ap- 
pelImen are not Qrits. 
Attorney Brooks yesterday made an- 
Swer to the complaint filed by Henri 
Appelman, wherein the latter charged 
the legal light with having appro- 
priated the sum of $550, which he ob- 
tained from Chief Glass, and which 
was being held by the Chief of Police 
in trust for him. Brooks claiming it 
as his fee for defending Appelman in 
the Police Court against a charge of 
grand larceny’ that was outstanding 

against him. 

Appelman was the man who was al- 
leged to have stolen the money and 
certain of the clothing of Marie Ver- 
hoven, his mistress, and to |. have then 
attempted to leave the town with an- 
other woman.

CHANGE OF VENTE. 
Change by a Justice That Didn't 
Make Mach Difference. 

For some time past the people at 
Covina have been much exercised over 
the infractions of the law by certain 
citizens who persisted in selling liquor 
without a license, and others who be- 
guiled the unsophisticated out of their 
money by means of draw-poker and 
other seductive games of like kind. 
These things appeared to reflect upon 
the sedate little community, and were 
a menace to the virgin simplicity of 
the rising generation, and with the end 
in view that the law-breakers should 
be punished, and that the abstinence 
principles of the town of Covina 
should not be subjected to further at- 
tack, a series of prosecutions was in- 

augurated. 

When the first case came to trial 
there was much excitement, and all of 
Covina was on the qui-vive. High 
ground was taken, and it was a lining- 
up in the cause. of righteousness 
against the powers of evil, and as_ it 
turned out, the latter got badly thrown 
when the defendant got the worst of 
it. - The deputy representing the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office was the hero of 
the occasion, and the ladies of Covina 
presented him with a large floral of- 
fering for having been so fortunate as 
to have championed their cause while 
merely carrying out the duties of his 
office regardless of any local interests. 
But the defendants in the other cases 
pending, thought that the probabilities 
of their obtaining an impartial trial 
in Covina, where feeling was being so 
freely manifested, were exceedingly 
slim, and thereupon they took refuge 
behind the statute, and asked that 
their cases be transferred to some 
other township. There were two 
liquor cases and one gambling case, 
and Justice Parker was quite willing 
to meet the wishes of the defendants 
so far as a transfer was concerned, 
reserving to himself, however, the right 
to decide to what other Justice he 
would assign the cases. 

As it turned out, the liquor cases 
were transferred to Whittier and Pasa- 
dena, respectively, and the gambling 
case was sent for trial to Pomona. For 
the better part of a day the attor- 
neys worried over the proposition why 


‘it was that Justice Parker had sent 


charged. Then, on April 28, Appelman | 


was rearrested on the charge of petty 
larceny, and Brooks alleges that he 
was employed to defend him against 
that charge, and that he did so, and 
Appelman was discharged by the case 
being dismissed on May 8

THE GOYTING CASE, 


The Case Now in Trim for the 
Arguments. 

The taking of testimony in the case 
of J. P. Goytino on the second charge 
of forgery came to an end yesterday in 
the Township Court. Most of the evi- 
dence taken in the first case was stipu- 
lated in, and as a consequence the Do- 
ray case did not take much time in 
the hearing. 

Before the hearing closed, however, a 
spice of sensational interest was inject- 
ed into the proeeedings Wy the defense 
alleging that Jean Biséay, whose name 
was alleged to have been forged, had 
been coached in his story by Jennie 
Larronde, one of the witnesses. It was 
charged that while Biscay was upon 
the witness stand Mrs. Larronde had 
leaned fcrward in her seat and ges- 
tured to him, whispering loudly the 
while. This was denied absolutely later 
by Mrs. Larronde herself. 

The testimony has shown that when 
Doray drew his money from the Farm- 
ers’ and Merchants’ Bank, he withdrew 
$1250, and it was shown by his bank ac- 
count that at that time he had to his 
credit only $950. The difference in the 
amounts appeared in the check for $300 
against Biscay, which formed part of 
the $1250 drawn out of the bank: and 
the balance appeared in two notes for 
$800 and $400 respectively, which rep- 
resented loans made by Doray to two 
Basque countrymen, named Biscar and 
Bedart. The defense is that Goytino 
drew $300 from Biscay’s account. un- 


der the power of attorney given him by 


Biscay to look after his mining stock, 
but which he thought was a general 
power of attorney, and he loaned the 
$300 to Doray as a business proposi- 
tion. The. presecution, on the other 
hand, contends that Goytino had 
drawn the money from Doray’s account 
and had appropriated it, and when 
called to task he had to make it good 
somehow; to supply the deficit “he took 
from Peter to pay Paul,” or, in other 
words, drew the money from Biscay’s 


, that the Justice courts 


the cases for trial all the way from 
twelve to twenty-four miles away, 
when the Azusa township court was 
comparatively close at hand, being 
only four miles distant. The expenses 
of trial by such course would be en- 
hanced, for witnesses traveling back 
and forth, and only after the matter 
had been discussed from every stand- 
point; did it dawn upon the attorneys 
of Whittier, 
Pomona. and Pasadena had se- 
lected because those towns are all 
strongly for prohibition, and conse- 
quently the defendants would be'likely 


:; to have the impartial trial they de- 


manded, while Azusa being unregener- 
ate and given to the open consumption 
of alcoholic stimulants, would not be 
able to handle the cases with that 
strict impartiality that de- 
manded. 

But there was a hitch somewhere, for 
when the gambling case that had been 
sent to Pomona came to trmal the de- 
fendant won out in a canter, and the 
Ssusvicion was aroused that the good 
people there were not sostrong in the 
faith as at Covina, and that probably a 
snag might also be encountered at the 
other towns. But, meantime, the cases 
at Pasadena and Whittier have not 
yet been set for trial. 


THE RIVAL BILL POSTERS, 


The Supreme Court Holds the De- 
fendants Had no Vendible Right 
The Supreme Court has affirmed the 

decision of the lower court in the case 

of the Merchants’ Ad Sign Company 
against Thomas M. Sterling, wherein 
judgment was given for the defendant. 

The suit was one brought to obtain 
an injunction to restrain the defendant 
from engaging in the business of ad- 
vertising. It was alleged that in Au- 
gust, 196, the defendant owned eighty 
shares of the capital stock of plain- 
tiff company and was actively engaged 
in the management of plaintiff's busi- 
ness: about September 15, 1896, he 
transferred without consideration sixty 
of these shares to his wife, in trust for 
himself, and for the purpose of con- 
cealing the true ownership of such 
shares. On August 12, 1897, he sold, by 
written contract, for valuable consider- 
ation, to one Wilshire all of his inter- 
est, direct and indirect, in the piaintiff 
company, aad his interest in the good- 
will of the business of the plaintiff, and 
agreed with Wilshire that he would not 


c uct nor assist in the conduct of 
bill-posting in Los Angeles, so long as 
Whtshire or any person deriving title 


to said good will from him should carry 
on a like business. On January 20, 1898, 


| Wilshire transferred the contract of 


August 12 to plaintiff. 
It was also alleged that the Los An-

geles BIll Posting Company was formed 


about January 17, 1898, its business in 
part being similar to that of plaintiff's, 
and that the defendant,-~in violation of 
his agreement, had helped to form the 
Los Angeles Bill Posting Company, and 
became a:stockholder in it and assisted 


-'in conducting its business as its prin- 


cipal manager, and that the company 
had thereby been enabled to enter into 
successful competition with plaintiff in 
the bill-posting business, and that 
without the defendant’s services the 
company could not have se competed. 
The plaintiff sought to recover damages 
and to restrain defendant from assist- 
ing in the conduct of the Los Angeles 
Bill Posting Company's business. A 
demurrer to the complaint for insuffi- 
ciency of facts and for ambiguity was 
sustained and the court gave judgment 
for defendant wtihout leave to amend, 
from which the appeal was prosecuted. 

The lower court has been affirmed on 
the ground that under the code “every 
contract by which one (i.e., any person) 
is restrained from exercising a lawful 
business. of any kind is to that extent 
void.’’ The allegation was that the de- 
fendant agreed not to engage in the 
business of bill posting, which is a law- 
ful business. The Supreme Court holds 
this was an agreement in restraint of 
trade and therefore void. And, further- 
more, that it has been conceded that 
the defendant could not dispose of the 
good-will of the corporation, as he had 
no vendible interest in it that was with- 
in his disposition and of that fact the 
plaintiff must be presumed to have 
had cognizance.

“Sas Run Out 6f Town by Local 


Detectives Eight -Years Axo. 
Bailiff Appel Indebted to Him 
for a Friendly Act in Arizona. 


E. Hochstadter, alias John Lewis, for 


whom detectives are looking all over 


the country, was known in Los Angeles 
before his late visit, when he is alleged 
to have swindled a local business man 
out of $300. 
Hochstadter, alias Lewis, was ar- 
rested in this city January 12, 1891, in 
company with one George Wilson, alias 
John Murphy, by Detectives Bowler 
and Auble, on suspicion of being confi- 
dence men. The prisoners were released 
on the following day, as there was no 
positive evidence against them of crime 
committed here, but they were warned 
to leave the city without standing on 
the order of their going. They went. 
During Hochstadter’s brief incarcera- 
tion here, Bailiff Appel recognized him 
as an old-time acquaintance. In 1885 
or ’6, when Mr. Appel was acting jailer 
at Tucson, Ariz., Hochstadter, then 
only 18 or 19 years of age, was under- 
going imprisonment for his first crime. 
He was in jail awaiting the action of 
the grand jury on a charge of forgery, 
it being alleged that he had forged the 
name of Charles Gresham of Tucson 
for a considerable amount. Young 
Hochstadter was a_ skilled penman 
and kept the jail books for Jailer Ap- 
pel. He also performed a service for 
the jaler that he was not slow to for- 


et. 

In jail at the same time with Hoch- 
stadter were three murderers and sev- 
eral other desperate criminals. One 
night the prisoners formed a plot to 
break jail. The plan was to seize a 
box of pepper which was kept in the 
jail dining-room, throw the contents 
into the jailer’s eyes, overpower him 
when blinded and take away his keys, 
then unlock the doors and make their 
escape. Hochstadter, alone, Of all the 
prisoners, refused to join in the con- 
spiracy. Under pretense of writing a 
letter to his mother, he begged a sheet 
of paper from the jailer and wrote out 
a full confession of the plot. Mr. Appel 
investigated the matter and satisfied 
himself that but for Hochstadter’s 
warning, the imprisoned desperadoes 
would have attempted to break jail in 
the manner outlined. The result of the 
exposure was that the conspirators had’ 
many of their privileges cut off, and 
the worst of them were placed in irons. 

As a reward for his services, and in 
view of the fact that relatives had 
made restitution for the money he had 
obtained fraudulently, the case against 
Hochstadter was quashed. It was un- 
derstood at the time that he came of 
a good family in New York. He had 
relatives in Arizona who sent him deli- 
cacies while in jail and helped him out 
of his scrape. 

Some time after Hochstadter was run 
out of Los Angeles in 1891, Bailiff Appel 
ran across him at Redondo Beach, 
where he said he was living with his 
mother, who had come out from New 
York to spend the season on the coast. 
Hochstadter renewed his acquaintance 
with Mr. Appel, but prétended that it 
dated back only to thei rmeeting in Los 
Angeles Police Court. When the -bailiff 
reminded him of the Tucson episode, 
he took a hasty leave and Mr. Appel 
did not hear of him again until the 
other day when the local detectives 
made known the fact that they were 
looking for him. ° 


NOT A SCORCHER. 


H. J. Lenz Establishes a Record as 
a Slow Cyclist. 

H. J. Lenz succeeded in proving to 
the satisfaction of Justice Morgan yes- 
terday that he is not a scorcher. Po- 
liceman Edwards is of a different mind 
enfirely. According to the officer’s 
testimony, Lenz, although but a novice 
on the wheel, and handicapped by a 
set of whiskers that catch the air like 
the sails of a windjammer, is speedy 
enough to be classed as a scratch man, 
should he enter a race. At any rate, 
Edwards is of ‘the opinion that Lenz 
was traveling at a rate of more than 
four miles an hour, several days ago 
when he collided with the street-rail- 
way switchman stationed at the inter- 
section of Spring and First streets. 
The switchman lost a niece of cuticle 
from his skin, and the crossing officer, 
Edwards, placed Lenz under arrest for 
reckless riding. Lenz pleaded not 
guilty in the Police Court, and made a 
hard fight to prove that he is prob- 
ably the slowest and most careful bi- 
cycle-rider in the city. He had the 
case adjourned for several days in or-,. 
der to dig up evidence on this Point. 
Yesterday afternoon the trial was con- 
cluded, and Lenz pleaded his cause 
with such power and eloquence that 
the court came to the conclusion that 
there was a reasonable doubt as to his 
being guilty of having violated a city 
ordinance, and therefore discharged 
him. Mr. Lenz can now justly claim 
the championship for being the slow- 
est cyclist on record.

Los Angeles and Phoenix Clubs to 

Play Here Sunday. 
The club’ which will represent Los 
Angeles in the Southern California 
Baseball League has been formed, and 
its first game will be with the Phoenix, 
Ariz., club Sunday afternoon, at Fiesta 
Park. After that, regular weekly 
games will be played with other league 
teams throughout the summer. Man- 
agers Thomas and Woolley have se- 
cured material for the local team from 
all parts of the State. Whalling, who 
was in the North Pacific League in 
1897, will do the catching. “Chuck” 
Thomas of last year’s Fresno and San 
José clubs, and Bill Tyler, well-known 
throughout the State as a good ail- 
round player, will alternate tn the 
pitcher’s box. Held, who has been as- 
signed to first base, played in that posi- 
tion last year for Fresno and Watson- 
ville, of the California.

SLOT-MACEINE FIGHT. 


First Complaint Demurred Againat 
on Technical Grounds. 


The fight against the validity of the 
nickel-in-the-slot ordinance was com- 
menced yesterday afternoon, when At- 
torney Frank F. Davis filed in Justice 
Morgan's court a voluminous demurrer 
to the complaint against F. T. McClel- 
lan, the First-street cigar dealer, who 
was arrested a few days ago for run- 
ning a slot machine in defiance of the 
ordinance, 

The case came up at 4 o'clock for 
pleading, but the attorney for the de- 
fendant wished to have the points in 
his demurrer passed wpon first. A 
continuance was, therefore, granted 
until 3 o’clock this afternon, in order 
to give the court an opportunity to 
consider the points demurred against. 

Demurrer is made on twelve grounds, 
in brief, as follows: First, that the 
court has no jurisdiction of the sub- 
ject matter of the offense charged 
in the complaint; second, that the 
court has no jurisdiction over the 
person of the defendant: third, that 
the court has no jurisdiction because 
it is not a legally constituted court, 
for the reason that at the time of its 
election. Los Angeles was a city of 
more than 100,000 population; fourth, 
the complaint does not state sufficient 
facts to constitute a complaint: fifth, 
the facts stated do not constitute a 
violation of any ordinance of the city; 
sixth, the ordinance is unconstitu- 
tional and void: seventh, the Covwncil 
had no power to enact the same: 
eighth, another ordinance on the same 
subiect is in force. has not been re- 
pealed and is valid: ninth, more than 
one offense is charged in the complaint; 
tenth. the complaint is uncertain and 
ambiguous, in that it does not state 
the capacity In which the defendant 
acted when he#made the alleged vio- 
lation of law: eleventh, the ordinance 
was never published as reouired by 
the city charter; twelfth, N. T. Powell, 


before whom the complaint was certi-— 


fied. as clerk of the court, was not the 
clerk in fact. 

Should the demurrer be sustained. 
the prosecution would necessarily fail 
and the slot machines could resume 
business until a more binding ordi- 
nance was passed or a stronger com- 
plaint drawn up. The District Attor- 
ney is not alarmed, however, as the 
demurrer is in the old stereotyped 
form that has done duty in many a 
similar case, and been passed 
upon time and again by the courts. 
Neither Justice Morgan nor Clerk 
Powell is scared about the perma- 
nencyv of his job. and both will prob- 
ably be found doing busines at the old 
stand long after the slot-machine case 
is disposed of.

LAKES OF KILLARNEY. 


The Owner Offers to Part With Them 
for Thirty Thousand Pounds. 


[Chicago Record:] There has just 
arisen the possibility that the Lakes of 
Killarney, the great Irish beauty spot, 
may be altogether closed to the public. 
It is hard to realize that so famous 
a. place is simply a portion of the 
demesne of a private gentleman, who 
has the right, whenever he chooses, to 
exercise it, to keep it as rigidly for 
himself as his own drawing-room. 

Hitherto Mr. Herbert of Muckross, 
who owns Killarney, has satisfied his 
proprietorial rights by charging a small 
toll at various places of interest in the 
district. This has not only provided 
him with a contribution toward the 
maintenance of the place, but has ef- 
fectually prevented the acquisition by 
the public of any rights-of-way. The 
Herberts of Muckross, an old and dis- 
tinguished family connected by mar- 
riage with the best English houses, are 
far from being as rich as they used 
to be, and the estates in Kerry have 
been sold to the tenants under the pro- 
visions of the land-purchase acts. 

Now the house and demesne, includ- 


ing the lakes, are offered for sale. 
Thirty thousand pounds has been 
named as a possible price. Any one 


who chooses to pay it can, if he pleases, 
keep Killarney to himself. Under the 
circumstances the suggestion is made 
that the government, following the 
American example, might acquire the 
place as a national park. It is pointed 
out that while America has bought up 
and dedicated to the public thousands 
of square miles, while in Switzerland 
the mountains and valleys are free to 
all comers, while in London Epping 
Forest has been preserved for the pub- 
lic and thousands of pounds are annu- 
ally spent on the parks, in Ireland the 
public is completely shut out from a 
great part of the outlook on Dublin 
Bay, and the Giant’s Causeway is now 
shut in by a wall and a toll.

COMMERCIAL. 

COCOA CONSUMPTION. An eastern 
manufacturer in a recent book on Cocoa 
and its products, says: 

“A recent estimate of the total 
amount of crude cocoa exported from 
the tropical regions in which it is 
grown, based partly on ‘official figures 
and partly on expert estimates, is about 
150,000,000 pounds per annum. Guaya- 
quil, Wcuador, heads the list of exports 
with about 33,500,000 pounds. The Brit- 
ish island of Trinidad comes next, with 
about 22,000,000 pounds. 

“In Great Britain the amount con- 
sumed in 1831 was only one-quarter of 
an ounce for each inhabitant. In 1897 it 
had risen to fourteen, ounces—that is, 
about 36,000,000 pounds. «It appears that 
cocoa is actually taking the place of 
coffee, the per capita use of the former 
having increased about 600 per cent. 
since 1860, while the per capita use of 
the latter has decreased about 365 per 
cent. 

“In the United States the increased 
consumption of cocoa in recent years 
has been even more striking. The 
amount retained for home consumption 
4n 1860 was only 1,181,054 pounds—about 
three-fifths of an ounce for each inhab- 
itant. The average annual consump- 
tion for the three years 1896, 1897 and 
1898 amounted to 26,319,275 pounds—an 
fncrease in thirty-seven years of 2130 
per cent.”’ 


LIGHT STOCKS OF SUGAR. Last 
week’s summary of the statistical po- 
gition of sugar, as reported by Willett 
& Gray, shows stocks in the United 
States and Cuba together of 811,321 tons, 
against 287,897 tons the previous week, 
and 434,796 tons last year—a decrease 
of 123,475 tons under last year. 

Stocks in Europe last week, 1,883,500 
tons, against 1,868,500 tons the previous 
week, and 2,115,352 tons last year. To- 
tal stocks of Europe and America last 
week, 2,194,825 tons, against 2,156,397 
tons the previous week, 2,550,148 tons 
last year at the same uneven dates, 
and 2,455,217 tons at even date of April 
1 last year. The deficiency of stock 
last week was 355,327 tons, against a 
deficiency of. 388,205 tons the previous 
week, and a deficiency of 102,311 tons 
December 29, 1898. 


EASTERN Cirrus FRUIT MAR- 
KET. The latest mail advices from 
New York on the market for citrus 
fruits say that sound fruit, either 
lemons or oranges, were bringing good 
prices. The Sicily oranges sold during 
the past week were irregular in qual- 
ity. California oranges, when sound, 
brought full figures, the best bringing 
$4.50@5.15 for navels. Some fine Rodi 
oranges brought full prices. The de- 
mand is good, especially for sound 
etock. The receipts of Maiori lemons 
were of high grade. The ruling quota- 
tions were as follows: Medium sweet, 
$1.50@2.90: budded seedlings, $1.65@2.00; 
Washington navels, $1.20@4.70; ruby 
blood, $1.35@2.70; ruby blood, half-

BEVERAGES IN BUSINESS. Six 
years ago a society at the East appoint- 
ed a committee of fifty members to 
study and report on the liquor trade. In 
the May number of the Atlantic 
Monthly Prof. Henry W. Farnbow 
summarizes the report of a sub-com- 
mittee—that on the economic aspects 
of the problem. 

The sub-committee finds that the 
grain entering into the production of 
various liquors in 1896 amounted to 58,- 
000,000 bushels. As compared with the 
total consumption of the country, that 
wsed in the production of alcoholic 
drinks was about 1 per cent. of the 
corn, 11 per cent. of the rye, and 40 
per cent. of the barley. The value of the 
product by the census of 1890 was over 
$289,000,000, of which $182,000,000 repre- 
sented the value of malt liquors, $104,- 
000,000 that of distilled liquors, and §$2,- 
800,000 that of vinous liquors. It is esti- 
mated that the liquor traffic employs 
over 364,000 bread-winners, and gives 
eupport directly to 1,800,000 persons. 
The total revenue ‘paid by it to the 
government in 1896 was over $182,0009900. 
This traffic, therefore, not only supports 
a@ large number of people and furnishes 
market for 58,000,000 bushels of grain, 
but contributes to the national treasury 
@ sum larger than the entire cost of 
managing the national government be- 
fore the civil war. 

The committee made careful inquiry 
into the cases of pauperism produced 
by the drinking habit. It went for in- 
formition to thirty-three charity or- 
ganization societies, sixty almshouses 
and eleven societies and schools for the 
care of destitute children. Over 50,000 
cases were studied. The figures for 
crime are based upon the study of over 
13,000 convicts, confined in seventeen 
prisons and reformatories, in twelve 
different States. In every case some one 
intimately associated with the person 
concerned, some one at once interested. 
intelligent, and impartial, was depend- 
ed on for the returns. The committee. 
therefore, expresses the highest con- 
fidence in the results given. 

In the charity organization societies 
it was found that 18 per cent. of the 
cases owed their poverty to the per- 
sonal use of liquor and 9 per cent. to 
the intemperance of husbands, par- 
ents or guardians. 

In the almshouses 37 per cent. of the 
cases were traceable to liquor in one 
way or another. Among destitute chil- 
dren not fewer than 46 per cent. of the 
cases were found to be due to liquor. 
The committee found that the Irish 
.Bhowed the largest percentage of cases 
due to drink; the Italians, Russians, 


Austrians and Poles the smallest. Na. 


tive-born Americans appear to be more 
addicted to drink than German-Amer- 
icans, and less so than the English, Ca- 
nadians and Scotch-Americans. 
colored race, as compared with the 
white, {t is stated, showed a good rec- 
ord. “Uniformly the negroes return 
fewer cases of poverty and pauperism 
due to liquor than the white. The liquor 
habit is not their worst vice.” 

Of the 13,402.criminals whose life his- 
tories were studied for this report it 
appeared that 31 per cent. were due to 
liquor as the first cause.

GENERAL SINESS TOPICS. 


CALIFORNIA,’ RNEDWOOD. “The 
habitat of the redwood “is peculiar,” 
says Henry Garnett in the National 
Geographic Magazine. “It is found only 
in a narrow strip, closely hugging the 
Pacific Coast, stretching from ‘the 
southern boundary of Oregon or just 
across the boundary—for there-are per- 
haps 1000 acres of redwood in Oregon— 
southward through Northern Califor- 


nia, nearly to the Bay of San Fran- 
ciso. 


“The closest and finest grove is~-in 


Humboldt county, near the northern 
end. That portion in Mendocino and 
Sonoma counties is- not as heavy or 


continuous, nor are the trees as valu- 
able for lumber, as they branch lower 
down. The wood is;: however, of slower 
growth, is denser and harder, and per- 
haps more durable. The best lumber 
‘and the heaviest growth are every- 
where in the valleys and on the flats. 
On the hillsides the trees are smaller 
and not so close. Nowhere is there any 
young growth. The youngest trees, 
which are found only intthe northern 
portion of the belt, are several hundred 
years of age. 

“This is probably the densest forest 
on earth, as measured by the amount 
of timber per acre suitable for the saw- 
mill. It is not the size of the trees alone 
which produces this, although they are 
exceptionally large, even in this State 
of large things, but it is the great num- 
ber of trees, the closeness of their stand. 
In a redwood forest the sun never 
shines—it is always twilight. You are, 
as it were, under the roof of a vast 
temple, a roof of foliage, supported 
by great tree columns. 

‘The area of the redwood belt has 
been carefully mapped, and is, as 
nearly as can be estimated, 2000 square 
miles, or 1,280,000 acres. The stand of 
timber on this area is not s0 easy to 
ascertain, but may be computed thus:

Del Norte county .......... 4,000,000,000 
Humboldt county ...........42,000,000,000 
Mendocino county ..........28,160,000,000 
Sonoma county, say ....... 1,000,000,000 


“The annual cut by thé mills i#.250,- 
000,000 feet. At the present rate of cut- 
ting, therefore, the supply will last 
300 years. In Mendocino county there is 
nearly nine times as much timber on 
an acre as in the southern pineries; in 
Humboldt county, upon 96,443 acres, the 
average stand is 84,000 feet per acre, 
nearly seventeen times as great as in 
the Southern States. 

“There is one cause of destruction 
from which this tree is entirely exempt 
—that is, fire. Containing no pitch, but, 
on the other hand, a large amount of 
water, it will not burn when green. No 
fire can run in a redwood forest. It is 
the only one of our coniferous lumber 
trees which is thus exempt. 

“Redwood is in almost universal use 
on the California coast. In the construc- 
tion of houses little other timber is 
used even as far south as Los Angeles 
and San Diego. It is exported as far 
south as Valparaiso, Chili, and west- 
ward to Japan and Australia. Indeed, 
considering its cheapness, $14 per 1000 
feet, in Eureka for the best, it seems 
strange thaf it has not found its way 
in quantity to the Atlantic Coast. Cer- 
tain it is that before many years red- 
wood will supply the now vanishing 
white pine in eastern markets.”

Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, May 19.—Bradstreet’s of to- 
morrow will say that the feature of the 
trade situation this week is the renewed 
strength of wheat and otner cereals, iron and 
steel, and last, but not least, raw wool, 
which has heretofore lagged behind other 
staples in a discouraging way. The price- 
making features in cereals are not entirely 
of encouraging character, being chiefly the 
less favorable reports as to the growing 
crop, west and northwest, and advances of 
insect dama influencing western markets 
toward a higher plane in face of a discourag- 
ingly small export business, caused in some 
egree by the continuance of the strike of 
handlers at Buffalo, checking the 
movement of large quantities of grain to the 
seaboard. Wheat, including flour, ship- 
ments, for the week aggregate 2,212,206 bush- 
els, against 3,284,184 bushels last week. 
4,064,832 bushels in the corresponding week of 
1898, 2,659,652 bushels in 1897, 1,906,005 bushe's 
in 1894, and 2,504,023 bushels in 1893. Since 
July, this season, the exports of wheat 
aggregate 205,271,054 bushels, against 236,847,- 
455 bushels last year. Business failures for 
the week number 166, against 169 last week, 
911 in this week a year ago, 245 in 1897, 216 
in 1896, and 206 in 1895. Business failures in 
Canada number 18, against 21 last week, 
86 in this week a year ago, 21 in 1897, 28 in 
‘1896, and 25 in 1895. 

Ex-Gov. Flower had been the most conspic- 
uous bull leader for the two weeks preced- 
ing his death, and the success which had 
attended his operations in People’s Gas, Rock 
Island, New York Airbrake, Federal Steel, 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit and other leading 
stocks had given him an influence with the 
speculative public unparalleled in the his- 
tory of the stock market.

LIVELY OPENING OF WOMEN’S 
KINDERGARTEN, CAMPAIGN. 


Wirst of the Rallies in Preparation 
for a Special Election on the 
Question of a New School Fea- 
ture—Ladies Putting in Active 
Work. 


PASADENA, May 19.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The latest agitation to set the. bub- 
bles gurgling in this ever-stirred-up city is 
the movement for public kindergartens. The 
women are behind it. The men are busv 
with their waterworks perturbation, and the 
ladies are earnestly trying to work up a sim- 
ilar enthusiasm over this proposed addition 
to the school system. They want a popular 
vote on the question this summer, and will 
have a series of rallies to enlist public senti- 
ment in behalf of the child garden. The first 
one, held this afternoon at the Garfield 
school, was immensely interesting, wita a 
discussion having a genuine give-and-take in 
it, and ended in a rousing expression in favor 
of the new movement. 

A large number of women and a few 
men attended the meeting, over which Prof. 
A. H. Collins presided. A little ice water 
threwn on the enterprise by the first ‘acy 
who spoke only added to the warmth of the 
proceedings, while the good-natured satire of 
Miss Virginia Pease at the expense of local 
pride enlivened the discussion at a later 
stage.e Mrs. E. B. Allen, who set the ball 
rolling, thought the tendency of parents is 
to shirk responsibility. Some mothers rely 
upon the Sunday-school teacher to impart 
to their little ones all the religious training 
they get, and perhaps they would like to 
put upon the shoulders of the kindergarten 
teachers the responsibilities that they should 
assume and cherish themselves, she said. For 
ner part, she did not see how mothers could 
do it: she could not understand why mothers 
should wish to get rid of such sweet obli- 
gations and precious privileges. She was 
aware of the advantages of the kinder- 
garten work; she thought it might 
needed in other and larger cities; she did 
not believe it a necessity in Pasadena. The 
tax rates are sufficiently high here now, she 
said. If the kindergarten is not a nécessity, 
perhaps it would be wiser to get along with- 
out it for a while. If the school funds can 
be readusted so that no additidhal taxes need 
be imposed, then it might be well to try 
the kindergarten—but, in a separate school 
pbuilding and on separate grounds. 

In reply Miss A. M. Brooks urged that the 
kindergarten does not assist parents to shirk, 
but it increases their sense of responsibility 
and arouses a new interest in the mental and 
spiritual growth of their children. In the 
kindergarten mothers meet teachers and 
other mothers, and get valuable ideas, which 
they carry into home training. It is not nec- 
essary to have a kindergarten separate from 
another school. The children are too young 
to be in any danger from older children. In 
regard to the need of a kindergarten in Pas- 
adena Miss Brooks said it is generally recog- 
nized. She had found in talking with busi- 
ness men that they conceded it. Teachers 
of the primary grades say they can accom- 
plish one-half more with children who come 
to them from the kindergarten. The cost of 
establishing the system in Pasadena will be 
much less than has been estimated. We need 
another school building here, but not espe- 
cially for the kindergarten pupils. Miss 
Brooks pleaded forcefully, and was followed 
by Miss Margaret Tyler, who read articles 
ee what the kindergarten does for the 
child. 

Miss Virginia Pease took up the point 
the local need of kindergarten work. 
know,’’ she said, ‘‘that most of us cherish 
the idea that Pasadena is a perfectly proper 
town. It is a sort of ‘Crown-of-the-Valley’ 
feeling we have, which is very delizhtful 
and conducive to the sweetness of our 
dreams, but not altogether warranted by the 
facts, may be. Possibly Pasadena is not so 
altogether correct a place as in the fond- 
ness of our local pride we may think it is.’’ 
And then, on the principle that local pride 
should be denied and mortified and set aside, 
Miss Pease related a number of incidents 
to show that some Pasadena children need 
further moral culture and spiritual develop- 
ment than they are getting in their homes. 
She knew of young girls, as well as boys, 
loafing around the streets nights, and oc 
youngsters frequenting poolrooms and places 
where gambling was going on. She thought 
Many women came to motherhood entirely 
unfitted for the mental training of their chil- 
dren. She urged that the kindergarten would 
help the little ones, and that by training 
“the other half'' who get no attention at 
home, it would nrotect from contamination 
those who have good homes. 

4. strong speech was mada by Mrs. Coo!- 
idge, who pleaded for the mothers havirg 
babies in arms, those who, having children, 
have to earn their daily bread, and others who 
for various reasons cannot give to their 
children the attention they would like to 
bestow. Akindergarten is needed for them, 
she said. She spoke of the recently discov- 
ered local society of naughty young boys— 
“is it the ‘Flannel Kids?’ ”’ 
“The ‘Red Flannel Kids,’" explained 
Principal Collins. 

Mrs. Coolidge urged that a kindergarten 
would help to prevent such disheartening 
organizations as this, which was breeding 
criminals. 

“Tam glad that organization has been men- 
tioned,’ said Miss Mary Thompson. “I know 
one family from which two members of ‘The 
Red Flannel Kids’ were recruited. The 
father—well, the less said about him the 
better; but the mother is a hard-working 
woman, who has to labor to support the fam- 
ily and leave her children to take care of 
themselves. What a godsend a public kin- 
dergarten would be to that poor woman, and 
to those necessarily neglected children.’’ 

Mothers, teachers and other ladies snoke 
briefly in behalf of the object of the meeting. 
Prof. Collins gave it encouraging words. It 
was decided to take a vote on the question: 
and the entire meeting rose in a standing 
vote in favor of public kindergartens in 
Pasadena, Mrs. Allen announcing that she 
had been persuaded that they are needed 
here and joining in the unanimous “aye.’’ 

MANUAL TRAINING. 

A feature of this afternoon's schoo] meet- 
ing was the address by Prof. A. H. Chamber- 
Jain of Throopon ‘‘Manua! Training.’’ The aim 
of manual training, he said, was not so much 
the work as the worker. It aids in the per- 
fect, all-around development of the child. It 
cultivates nerve and brain cells which men- 
tal training does not develop; it is not the 
training of the hand alone, as many people 
wrongly suppose. In the manual school 
room the pupil sees his finished work before 
him in concrete form, and knows what he 
can do; he can pass judgment on himself. It 
teaches him exactness and patience, kindles 
a livelier interest, and keeps him in school 
longer, Much more is accomplished by a 
student when a part-of his work is con- 
ye 

n reply to questions Prof. Chamberlain 
said it would be possible for Throop to fur- 
nish manual training to a part of the ‘pub- 
‘ He school pupils, but not to all of them. It 
would be better to have a manual training 
room in each school. For all grades the 
Sloyd system is the best yet devised. He 
thought it would cost from $125 to $200 to 
fit up a manual room with desks, tools, etc. 
for the study of Sloyd in each school, and it 
would cost $100 per year extra for the in- 
struction in each school.

UNLESS COURTHOUSE IS BUILT THE 
LAND WILL BE FORFEITED. 


—- 
Proposed to Build a Structure to 


Cost $100,000—Question of Bonds’ 


WIll Be Submitted, With Threat- 
ened Alternative of Special Tax. 


SANTA ANA, May 39. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Now that the matter of building 
a $100,000 Courthouse in this county is before 
the public, it seems to be not a question 
whether the Courthouse will be built or not, 
but how the money shall be raised—by the is- 
suance of bonds payable in twenty years, or 
by a direct tax levied upon the assessable 
property of the county. Six years ago, when 
the county purchased the Spurgeon property, 
known as. the “‘Square,”’ at a specially low 
price, it was with the understanding, and it 
was incorporated in the desd, that a Court- 
house should be erected on the land “within 
ten years from the date of the deed. This 
deed was accepted by the county. Immedi- 
ately after the purchase of the property, 
bonds in the sum of $20,000 were voted for the 
purpose of constructing a County Jail, and 
the building was subsequently erected, us 
adding greatly to the value of the property. 
To neglec¥ to carry out the provisions in the 
deed requiring the building of a Courthouse 
on this property within ten years would mean 
the forfeiting of not only the land, but all 
there is on it, including the $20,000 jail. 

SANTA ANA BREVITIES. 

The stockholders of the Orange Fair Com- 
pany met in the City Hall this afternoon to 
devise means of settling up the affairs of the 
company. The fair grounds are heavily mort- 
gaged, but it is probable the company will 
have all its business satisfactorily settled in 
the near future. At the meeti today com- 
mittees were appointed to confer with the 
bank holding the mortgage against the com- 
pany, to ascertain the best terms that can be 
secured. 

The new cannery company here has decided 
to contract for several hundred more tons of 
tomatoes than was at first anticipated.

etable growers in the Santa Ana Valley. The 
canning season is now expected to open about 
June 15.

The busi- 
ness has been purchased by Peter Weisel, 
and will hereafter be conducted as a private 
enterprise.

The Water Committee of the City Council 
had an ‘informal conference with President 
Healion of the San Diego Water Company 
Wednesday -night..

The Council and the people generally, 
however, have believed that the company 
had no right to-collect full rates for a 
one-third supply, and it is not likely that 
a rotation ordinance will be favored by the 
Council. It has always been the opinion of 
experts that the company could develcp water 
in Mission Valley, where their pumping plant 
is situated, if the company would only ex- 
pend a few thousand dollars in the enter- 
prise. President Healion claims that the com- 
pany is running behind $3500 a month.

Gambling Machines Will Probably 
Go—Fishermen’s Rare Sport. 


REDONDO, May 19.—{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The nickel-in-the-slot gambling ma- 
chines will probably be banished from this 
city. The City Trustees have not acted offi- 
cially in the matter as yet, but they have it 
under consideration. At the meeting of the 
board Monday evening Deputy District At- 
torney F. R. Willis was appointed City Attor- 
ney at a salary of $25 per month. It was de- 
cided to fix the rate of saloon licenses at $25 
per month each, payable annually in advance. 
The saloons have been paying $17 per month. 

Trustee Becket was granted a leave-of-ab- 
sence for ninety days. 

Licenses have been granted to William Us- 
rey and James Murphy for saloons in places 
on Alameda street between Emerald and Dia- 
mond streets. This increases the number of 
saloons in that block to four, and is in viola- 
tion of the resolution adoptea by the board 
several weeks ago limiting che number of 
saloons in any one block to two. 

FISHERMEN’S RARE sPORT. 

There has been great sport here for fisher- 
men during the past week. The catches have 
been remarkable, not merely for the large 

uantities hauled from the sea, but also for 
the big runs of some kinds of fish that are 
not usually’ so very abundant about Southern 
California waters. Mackerel are biting vora- 
clously, and numerous halibut and yellowtail 
have been taken. There have been rare 
catches of sea bass. H. B. Watson caught 
one that weighed forty-three pounds from the 
wharf last Friday. Woolley brought 
one to gaff while he was out in a boat a half 
mile from shore this morning which weighed 
125 pounds. John F. Francis of Los Angeles 
caught an eighteen-pound halibut from one 
of the wharves this afternoon with rod and 
reel—an eighteen-thread cuddyhunk line and 
a tiny No, 6 hook. The fish had to be played 
about eight minutes before the landing of it 
could be safely attempted. It is very uncom- 
mon to land so big a fish with so small a 
hook and line on a high wharf without the 
ald of a gaff.’ A few small sharks hauled in 
at the wharves have served to replenish the 
supply of bait.

The Ontario orange-growers certainly 
have reason to congratulate themselves upon 
the returns from orange shipments of the past 
season. While exceptionally high prices on 
navels sold in New York have been reported 
during the past few weeks, all records were 
broken on May 12 by Ontario fruit. The New 
York agent of the Southern California Fruit 
Exchange, writing under that date to the On- 
tario-Cucamonga Fruit Exchange, says: “In 
your car No. 1412 the 126 size ‘Bear brand’ 
navels sold for $6, and the 150 size at $5.90; $6 
being the highest price we have ever reached 
for navels since I have had any connection 
with the exchange.’” This goes to show, what 
has always been asserted here, that for late 
shipment navels from this district cannot be 
excelled. 


POMONA. 


Pumping Methods Discussed by Ir- 
rigation Company. 

POMONA, May 19.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The stockholders of the Del Monte 
Irrigation Company have been holdingsan all- 
day meeting discussing methods for pumping 
the wells in their tract, it being proposed to 
work all of their fifteen wells from one plant. 
Cc. G. Baldwin presented a bid from John M. 
Gardiner of Los Angeles, who agreed to fur- 
nish a 130-horse power engine and place an 
electric motor at each well to supply power 
to run centrifugal vertical pumps, the cost 
to be about $12,000. C. B. Boothe of Los An- 
geles was present with a plan for an air- 
compressor plant which he has installed suc- 
cessfully in other localities, with a 120-horse 
power engine. Mr. Boothe guarantees to 
lift 240 inches of water sixty feet, the lift to 
be 45,000,000 pounds. The cost of this to the 
company with all the pipes, connections and 
fittings necessary would be $9500. 

There were lengthy and lively discussions 
over the offers, wi an inclination to the 
air compressor plan. As no decision could 
seem to be reached, and as it was important 
that something be done immediately, a com- 
mittee of seven from the stockholders was 
appointed to confer with the directors, be- 
ing instructed to accept Mr. Boothe’s propo- 
sition if certain things could be satisfactorily 
arranged. The committee met with the di- 
rectors and Mr. Boothe. After discussing 
some matters - relative to the contract, 
Messrs. Means and Moles were appointed a 
special committee to examine the final spe- 
clfications, and if they proved satisfactory. 
to submit them at once to the president and 
secretary. This committee is meeting this 
evening, and in all probability a contract 
will be entered into with Mr. Boothe tomor- 


row.
